Local boycott of 
coffee seen brewing

A boycott is the only reasonable ap­ 
proach to coffee prices that are expected 
to peak over $3 a pound later this year, a 
local grocer said off the record today. 
“I think it is the only reasonable ap­ 
proach. Our whole economy is based on 
supply and demand If demand isn’t high, 
the price will weaken,” he remarked. 


General Foods, the nation’s largest 
wholesale distributor, recently hiked its 
coffee price to $2.91 a pound, and on Dec. 
22, Folger’s Coffee Co. priced its product 
at $3.08 a pound — an action that has 
triggered a nationwide call for a coffee 
boycott. 
, 
Asked if he expect a local boycott, 
Tom Hyland, vice president and general 
manager of Williams Brothers, said. 
"I anticipate there will be some 
resistance by the consumer. I will be 
very surprised if there isn’t. To what 
degree 1 don’t know.” 
Coffee is selling locally at $2.49 a 
pound at Safeway, $2.17 at Williams 
Brothers and from $1.99 to $2.43 at 
Scolari’s, but these prices will be going 
up There is usually a 60-day lag period 
between the time the distributors an­ 
nounce a price hike and the time the in­ 


crease shows up or. the grocery shelf. 
Coffee prices, however, have been 
steadily rising for months, says Hyland. 
In the past 120 days there have been four 
coffee price increases, reports the 
manager at Scolari’s. 
“The price is going up every day,” 
commented the Safeway manager. 
Coffee prices reportedly have nearly 
doubled in the last year because frosts 
have killed 50 per cent of the South 
American coffee bean crop — this year 
and last. 
In May. 1976, coffee was selling on the 
shelf for $1.65 a pound. 
The coffee drinker’s recourse to date 
has been to complain, buy tea or stock up 
on the precious item. 
“Every day I hear complaints. My 
desk is right in front of the coffee aisle,” 
said the Safeway manager. 
“Tea has definitely increased in 
sales.” said Hyland. “It goes back to the 
old law of supply and demand. When 
prices increase, people switch to sub­ 
stitutes.” 
But not all consumers. At Scolari’s 
some customers are now buying coffee 
by the case and stocking up. 
“There are two things I can’t do 
without,” said a woman quoted in a UPI 
story. “My coffee and toilet paper. The 


prices are discouraging, but I buy.” 
But customers can boycott coffee or 
buy the stores out and it hardly matters 
to the retailers. 
“Coffee is historically not a mark-up 
item because it is such a competitive 
product,” explained Hyland. 
A consumer boycott of coffee? 


“I think they should. I’m not making 
any money on it,” quipped the manager 
at Safeway. 
On the restaurant scene, the manager 
of Hi Restaurant doesn’t plan to boost 
the price of his cup of java from 25 cents- 
unless the wholesale price goes over $3 a 
pound. 
“That’s another story,” he said. “But 
it all depends on what the other 
restaurants do. If the rest raise, 
might.” 


In an informal survey, other local 
restaurants indicated they expect to 
maintain their current price for a cup of 
coffee. 


Restaurants on the east coast have just 
hiked their price to 30 cents a cup “with 
many establishments considering an end 
to the traditional free refill,’ reports 
from there showed today. 


LOOKING WITH disbelief and disfavor on the price of a pound of coffee is Andrea 
Alvarado who ponders whether to join a brewing coffee boycott in the Lompoc area. 
There was growing evidence today in local stores that many customers are switching 
to tea and other beverages rather than pay the increased prices for coffee. 
Supervisors 
reiect sheriff 
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service area

The Bwrd of Supervisors, in one of its 
last major decisions prior to board 
reorganization at loon Monday, voted 
unanim ously to deny the request of 
various citv governments in the county 
for the formation oi a Sheriff's Patrol 
County Service Area which would throw 
full funding of t.u patrol on the shoulders 
of proper:> taxpayers in the unincor­ 
porated areas of the county. 
The unanimous. vote supported findings 
of Adminisuative Officer Raymond D 
Johnson and Auditor-Controller William 
L Parsons, wh) submittted a report 
refuting city claims that city taxpayers 
endured a do; bit form of taxation by 
reasons of fui ding city police depart­ 
ments whil* contributing to paying for 
salaries of sneriff’s patrols The sheriff's 
patrols do not perform in the city areas, 
it was shown 
The re port submitted by Johnson and 
Parsons damrMi there was no tax in 
equality with respect to delivery of 
sh eriff Hutrol se r v ic e s b ecau se 
“revenues generated solely from unin­ 
corporated ifeas of the county more 
than o f f s e t the $3 968,103 cost of the 
sheriff s patrol ” 


T he/ pointed out that revenues 
gener *i ~ irom unincorporated county 
areas of $4,%2,000 a year at this time 
from sale* tax. cigarette tax, and motor 
vehicle in-iieu tax “more than offset and 
therefore eliminate in effect any county 
general fund property tax levy” for 
sheriff patrol services. 
S^nta Barbara City Councilman Gus 
Chav,,: 
told the supervisors, “We are 
asking for justice; if we don’t get it here, 
we’ll kit it in court.” 


Santa Barbara Deputy City Attorney 
Tony Fisher said the supervisors in his 
opinion “would not be complying with 
county service area law” if they “went 
along with the county administrative of­ 
ficer.” 
Mayor David Shiffman of Santa Bar­ 
bara claimed the county’s argument that 
it was responsible for millions in tax 
money going to the cities, was 
not 
valid” and not relevant. 
A County Taxpayers’ Assn. assertion 
that the dispute between the cities and 
county government was making for 
“divisiveness” was countered by Shif­ 
tman He said he felt the “degree of ran­ 
cor was m inim al.” The association 
asked the board either to delay a deci­ 
sion on the issue for a lengthy period or 
deny the request summarily. The as­ 
sociation suggested appointment of com­ 
mittees in urban county areas to explore 
feasibility of incorporating such areas 
and hearing from them, if it agreed to a 
long deferral. 
Santa Maria City Attorney John Van 
Ryn said he felt “obfuscation of the real 
issue" by the county “is appalling 
Lompoc City Attorney Al Davidson 
declared he did not wish to add anything. 
Col. W.B. Tyler, Hope Ranch, told the 
board he felt a decision should not be tied 
to any possible incorporation of any part 
of thè county, but should be “left up to 
the Local Agency Formation Commis­ 
sion.” He thought the data supplied by 
Johnson and Parsons was sufficient on 
which to decide that no such service area 
be set up.

Ford today recommended a $10 billion 
tax cut for individuals and a $2.5 billion 
cut for t isiness in 1977 But he also 
proposed a substantial 1978 increase in 
the Social Security payroll tax . 
The proposal, following through on a 
Ford campaign promise, is almost iden­ 
tical to the plan Ford proposed to 
Congress unsuccessfully during the last 
Congress 
In the recommendation to Congress, 
Ford *ook in indirect swipe at President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter, saying “some” 
persons believe the natural increase in 
tax r '¿ pis brought about by inflation 
and economic growth should be spent on 
new federal programs. 
“I do not,” Ford said. “Instead, 1 
believe 
.hat the Congress should 
periodically counteract the growing 
burdec imposed by the tax system by 
providing » fsetting tax cuts while con­ 
tinuing to restrain the rate of growth of 
federal »¡ending.” 
Ford’s proposal is expected to have lit­ 
tle impact 
>n either Congress’ tax- 
writing committees or on the recommen­ 
dations 
».pocted from President-elect 
Carter l»*er this week 
The i’ornerstone of Ford’s plan is an in­ 
crease in the current $750 personal 
e x tn , <•«« to $1,000, replacing the 
current tax credit of either $35 per 
person o, up to $190 per family. A credit 
> subtracted directly from taxes owed 
while an exemption or deduction is sub­ 
tracted from income before taxes are 
eal ulated 
lhe Ford plan would lower the cor­ 
porate tax rate from 48 per cent to 46 per 


cent and would make permanent other 
business tax cuts and advantages passed 
last year. 
Under the Ford plan, however, the tax 
rate for the Social Security payroll tax 
would increase from the current 5 85 per 
cent to 6.15 per cent in 1978. Under 
current law. Ford said, it would have 
gone to 6 06 per cent. Congress is almost 
certain to ignore this proposal 


Ford said his individual tax cut 
proposal would mean a tax saving of $227 
per year for the average family of four 
making $15,000. 


A similar proposal made by Ford to 
the last Congress was largely ignored in 
favor of a system of tax credits which 
directed tax cuts more toward lower and 
lower middle income persons. 


Carter s tax cut proposal is expected 
to be at least $15 billion, but there has 
been no word yet as to whether the cut 
will be a one-time rebate, a permanent 
cut, or a combination. Nor has there 
been any word as to whether the cut 
would be directed toward any income 
group 


Carter has said on several occasions 
that he first will propose job-creating 
programs to stimulate the economy, 
then make up any needed stimulus 
through tax cuts. 


Most economists feel, however, that it 
would not be possible to pump more than 
about $5 billion into the economy quickly 
through jobs programs. Therefore, the 
bulk of any economic stimulus must 
come through tax cuts.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A bill to give 
state and local governments an ad­ 
ditional $4 billion for public works 
projects designed to create jobs is being 
introduced in the House at its opening 
session today. 
The chief sponsor, Rep. Robert A. Roe, 
D-N.J , chairman of an econom ic 
development subcommittee, said he ex­ 
pects to get at least 150 other congres­ 
smen, including many Republicans, to 
cosponsor it. 
The bill would add to a $2 billion public 
works program which the last Congress 
approved over President Ford’s veto. 
Ford said it would create jobs too slowly 
and at the cost of increasing inflation 
Roe and Rep. Jim Wright of Texas, the 
new House Democratic leader, an­ 
nounced plans for the bill last week but 
did not at that time give the amount. 
Carter holdings 
put into trust 


The GOP senators also elected Sen 
Ted Stevens of Alaska to their No. 2 
leadership position and Sen. Clifford 
Hansen of W yoming w as elected 
secretary. 
. 
Byrd easily gained the top Democratic 
spot at his own party’s caucus when an 
expected challenge from veteran Min­ 
nesota Sen Hubert Humphrey failed to 
materialize 
Joining Byrd in the key Democratic 
posts — also elected by acclamation — 
were Sen Alan Cranston, D-Calif., as as­ 
sistant Democratic leader and Sen. 
Daniel Inouye, D-Hawaii, as secretary of 
the Senate Democrats. 
Byrd had held the assistant leadership 
position since 1971 under Mansfield, and 
proclaimed months ago that he had more 
votes than needed to win the top job 
Humphrey insisted until the end that 
he still had a shot at the job. which nor­ 
mally is decided by secret ballot. But the 
senator, who recently underwent major 
cancer surgery, apparently decided at 
the last minute that Byrd’s margin was 
too great to make the challenge. 
“1 don t know how it happened.” Baker 
said of his victory over Griffin. “ It could 
just as easily have been the other way 
around " 
The defeat apparently came as a sur­ 
prise to Griffin. An aide to the Michigan 
Republican said he believed he had 20 or 
21 “solid votes” when he went into the

Clifford Hansen of Wyoming was 
elected secretary of the Republican 
senators' conference today while Carl 
Curtis of Nebraska was re-elected chair­ 
man of the conference and Texan John

Major revisions of the Vehi­ 
cle Code sections covering off- 
hig h w ay m otor v e h ic le s 
became effective on January 1, 
Commissioner Glen Craig of 
the California Highway Patrol 
reported 
The changes are incorporated 
in Division 16.5 of the Vehicle 
Code. Section 38001 through 
38397 
The law applies to off- 
highway vehicles including 
motorcycles, motor-driven cy­ 
cles, snowmobiles, sand and 
dune buggies or all-terrain vehi­ 
cles and jeeps, as well as to 
regularly registered motor 
vehicles when being operated 
off the highway. 
A new section specifies that 
the off-highway provisions shall 
apply “ on lands, other than a 
highway, which are open and 
accessible to the public, except 
private lands under the im­ 
mediate control of the owner or 
his agent where permission is 
required and has been granted 
to operate a motor vehicle.” 
The section also stipulates that 
off-highway provisions apply to 
vehicles using “ fire trails, logg­ 
ing roads, service roads or 
other roughly graded trails and 
roads upon which 
vehicular 
travel by the public is permit­ 
ted.” 
In dealing with off-highway 
vehicle operating rules the law 
specifies that the prima facie 
speed lim it is 15 miles per hour 
w ith in 
50 
fe e t 
of 
any 
campground, campsite, or con­ 
centration of people or animals. 
Reckless driving “ with a 
willful and wanton disregard 
for the safety of other persons 
or property’’ carries a stiff 
penalty of 5 to 90 days in the 
county jail or $25 to $250 fine, or 
both. Whenever reckless driv­ 
ing causes bodily injury to any 
person, the law provides for 30 
days to six months in the county 
jail, or $100 to $500 fine, or both. 
Sections under the heading 
“ Littering and Environmental 
Protection” provide that “ No 
person shall operate, nor shall 
the owner permit the operation 
of, an off-highway motor vehi­ 
cle in a manner likely to cause 
m alicious or unnecessary 
damage to the land, wildlife, 
wildlife habitat or vegetative 
resources.” 
A complete chapter has been 
added on “ Equipment of Off- 
Highway 
Vehicles:: 
Subdivi­ 
sions include 
Lighting Equip­ 
ment, Brakes, Mufflers and 
Emission Control Equipment. 
W hen o p erated d uring 
darkness 
each motor vehicle 
must be equipped “with at least 
one lighted white headlamp 
directed toward the front of the 
vehicle Such lamp shall be of 
an intensity sufficient to reveal 
persons and vehicles at a dis­ 
tance of at least 200 feet ” 
There also must be at least one 
lighted red tail lamp. 
Off-highway motor vehicles 
must “ at all times be equipped 
with an 
adequate muffler in 
constant operation and properly 
maintained" so as to meet max­ 
imum noise levels specified in 
the law There is a provision 
which exempts “ vehicles being 
operated off the highways in an 
organized racing or com ­ 
petitive event.” 
The law provides that “ any 
off-highway motor vehicle 
is required to be equipped with 
a motor vehicle pollution con- 


trol device’’ but the require­ 
ment does not apply until the 
1978 or later model year. 
Procedures for vehicle iden­ 
tification and registration, in­ 
cluding the issuance of cer­ 
tificates of ownership and other 
identification documents, are 
spelled out. The ownership cer­ 
tificates will be valid fora max­ 
imum two years, expiring on 
June 30 of the second calendar 
year following the year of is­ 
suance.

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$1 billion state 
surplus possible 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - As­ 
sembly leaders are dropping 
hints that if the California 
economy continues to improve 
the state may begin the next 
fiscal year with an unexpected­ 
ly large state budget surplus — 
from $800 million to as much as 
$1 billion. 
Assemblyman Daniel Boat­ 
wright, D-Concord, chairman of 
the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, said if the surplus estimate 
holds true, the state may be 
able to finance property tax 
relief and comply with a court- 
ordered revision of the method 
of financing public schools 
without a tax increase. 
But Boatwright warned Mon­ 
day that without such a surplus 
there would be a need for an in­ 
come or sales tax increase to 
solve the problems — which he 
said could cost as much as $1.5 
billion. 
Others, including Sen. Albert 
S. Rodda, D-Sacramento, chair­ 
man of the Finance Committee, 
took a wait-and-see attitude. 


“ We can significantly comply 
with the (school finance) deci­ 
sion and property tax relief if 
the budget surplus is of that 
magnitude," Rodda said. “ But 
that doesn’t mean we would 
n e c e s s a rily be able to 
completely comply with school 
finance changes." 


California lawmakers, wish­ 
ing each other well, convened 
for the first session of the new 
year. They are faced with revis­ 
ing the state’s death penalty 
law. providing property tax 
relief for homeowners and a 
solution to the required 
overhaul of the state’s method 
of financing public schools. 
Assembly Speaker LeoT. Mc­ 
Carthy also hinted there may be 
a “ sizable budget surplus” to 
open the 1977-78 fiscal year in 
July. Brown administration 
fiscal experts earlier predicted 
a $500 million surplus 
McCarthy said that after 
legislators know what the sur­ 


plus is, then they can decide 
“ what taxes we have to in­ 
crease" to ease the property 
tax burden on homeowners and 
solve the school finance prob­ 
lem caused by the state 
Supreme Court’s Serrano vs. 
Priest decision. 
“ I ’m not reluctant to in­ 
crease taxes if that is neces­ 
s a r y ,” 
M cC arth y 
told 
reporters. 
In a 4-3 decision last week, 
the court ruled that the current 
method of financing schools, 
based on the property tax, is un­ 
constitutional because poorer 
school districts are unfairly 
limited in how much money 
they can raise. 
A better idea of the state’s 
fiscal outlook for the year 
ahead will come next Monday 
when Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. releases his 1977-78 fiscal 
year budget proposal 
Roy Bell, Brown’s finance 
director, said, “ The earlier 
budget surplus figure ($500 
million) is up. That is because 
the California economy has 
been good to us this year.” 
Senate President Pro Tern 
James R Mills, D-San Diego, 
disagreed with Bell’s economic 
forecast. 
“ The figures I ’ve seen say 
there is no substantial improve­ 
ment in the economy,” he said. 
Boatwright said it could take 
as much as $1 billion to fully 
comply with the court mandate 
on school financing and another 
$500 million for homeowners’ 
property tax and renters’ relief 
Boatwright said if a stimulated 
state economy continues into 
the coming year the surplus 
should be substantially above 
the administration's $500 mil­ 
lion projection. 
“ The real danger in surplus 
financing is that one year you 
could have a tremendous sur­ 
plus and the following year no 
surplus at all,” he said. “ We 
could use the surplus this year 
and be faced with a tax increase 
the following year.”

Search expanded 
for missing tanker 


BOSTON (U PI) - Canadian 
and American air and sea 
searchers scanned U.S. coastal 
waters today in their hunt for a 
tanker missing six days in the 
Atlantic Ocean with 38 Chinese 
crewmembers and 8.2 million 
gallons of heavy oil aboard. 
“ We have expanded our 
search today to cover an es­ 
timated 34.000 square miles,” 
Petty Officer William Van 
Valkenberg of the U.S. Coast 
Guard said “ The main search 
area has moved south along the 
course the ship should have 
been travelling, south and 
southeast of Cape Cod 
“ So far no traces have been 
found of the ship—no debris, no 
oil slick." he said. “ And there 
has been no radio contact.” 
The 
Panamanian-registered 
Grand Zenith, owned by Zenith 
Navigations of Panama, left 
England Dec 
19 bound for 
Somerset. Mass., where it was 
due Sunday. Jan 2. It was last 


reported Thursday about 50 
miles south of Cape Sable, on 
the southernmost tip of Nova 
Scotia. 
Officials said no distress 
signal was received from the 
Zenith and there was no ex­ 
planation why it was missing. 
U.S. Coast Guard headquar­ 
ters, which took over coordina­ 
tion of the search from Cana­ 
dian searchers today, said a 
Canadian Argus long-distance 
patrol craft was joined today by 
a U.S. Coast Guard helicopter, 
a Navy P3 aircraft and an air 
Force C-130, along with the 
Coast Guard Cutter Dallas in 
the widening search.

President Ephraim Katzir to­

Ofer, 55, shot himself to death 
in his car along a deserted 
beach Monday afternoon in the 
face of a widespread corruption 
scandal that has rocked Israel's 
ruling Labor party. 
Katzir asked Rabin to form a 
new cabinet to rule Israel until 
new elections expected on May 
17. 
“ I have just asked Yitzhak 
Rabin if he would try to form a 
new government,” Katzir said 
after a 20-minute meeting with 
the prime m inister at the 
presidential palace in Jerusa­ 
lem “ He answered in the affir­ 
mative.” 
Political sources said Ofer’s 
suicide had no direct bearing on 
Rabin's efforts to form a new

A mutual friend of Paley's 
was quoted as saying, “ Bill 
thinks Kissinger is a genius.” 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (U PI) - 
A new gunbattle broke out to­ 
day in Christian-held east 
Beirut where a powerful car 
bomb blast killed some 40 
persons and wounded more than 
50 others Monday night in the 
capital’s worst act of violence 
since peacekeeping troops 
entered the city. 
Five persons were reported 
killed in today’s outbreak. 
Right-wing Phalangist sources 
said a car carrying what they 
called “ Communists” fired on 
passersby in the Dora suburb, 
killing three persons and 
wounding others. 
Phalangist 
militiamen chased and caught 
the car, killing two occupants 
and capturing the other two. 
The shooting was not far from 
the Ashrafieh sector of the city 
where a powerful bomb explo­ 
sion shattered the relative 
peace of the capital Monday 
night. 
The Phalangist radio put the 
toll at 40 killed and 53 wounded 
in the bomb explosion, the 
worst single act of violence 
since the Arab peacekeeping 
force entered Beirut in mid- 
November. 
Nobody has claimed responsi­ 
bility for the explosion and of­ 
ficials have declined to 
speculate on who might have 
been behind it. 
The blast took place near the 
headquarters of the Phalangist 
party’s security forces. Phalan­ 
gist party militants reacted to 
the bombing by blocking main 
access roads to eastern Beirut 
from the Moslem sector with 


barricades of burning tires. 
Gray-shirted 
Phalangist 
guards immediately stepped up 
patrols in Christian east Beirut. 
Phalangist radio said Arab 
peacekeeping troops had sealed 
off the area 
The blast came hours after 
the government imposed a 
strict new censorship decree 
and Syrian troops pulled out of 
newspapers they had occupied 
two weeks ago 
The French-language L ’Ori- 
ent-Le Jour was published to­ 
day while the others remained 
closed Francois Akl. managing 
editor of Beirut’s largest new­ 
spaper, An Nahar, said it will 
be at least one more day before 
his paper reappeared. “ We 
have to solve many problems 
and get reorganized,” he said. 
The censorship law, the first 
decree issued by the govern­ 
ment of President Elias Sarkis 
and Premier Selim A1 Hoss un­ 
der their newly granted 
emergency powers, required all 
publications to submit to prior 
censorship by officials of the 
public security department. 
The leftist afternoon daily A1 
Liwa was the first to appear un­ 
der the new law — and it 
reflected the security depart­ 
ment’s determination to en­ 
force the decree.

Growing older 


Simple 
wrench 
rules ease 
of moving 


By HAROLD BLUM ENFELD 
For m any facing retirement or who 
have already retired, a move to another 
home can be desirable for a variety of 
reasons. 
My situation was a mandatory retire­ 
m ent Or I prefer saying my name was 
rem oved from a payroll com puter, 
because 1 am hardly retired 
My wife and I had lived and worked in 
New York and decided for reasons of 
clim ate and economy to make our new 
home in Florida And we love it. 
However, moving is a major undertak­ 
ing It m eans a fresh start, a new home, 
new neighbors and new surroundings So 
much is involved But familiarity with a 
few simple facts can make the actual 
physical move easier and more pleasant. 
If you are moving to another area in 
the sam e state, you will be charged ac­ 
cording to the number of men and vans 
used and the time it takes This includes 
tim e for travel from the old home to the 
new one, plus allowance of time for the 
mover to get to and from his place of 
business. Booklets are available from 
the office of the impartial chairman of 
the moving and storage industry of your 
own state 
These provide information 
about packing, costs, insurance, how to 
file claim s for damage, etc. 
If you are moving to another state you 
also should know the Interstate Com­ 
m erce Commission regulations covering 
interstate moves This information can 
help select a reliable mover. He is 
required to provide a copy of his past 
performance record when he gives you 
an estim ate but you have to ask for this 
Pay particular attention to the section 
about the accuracy of his estim ates 
All interstate movers charge the same 
rates Avoid the shippers who try to at­ 
tract business by giving an estim ate that 
is too low Ask the mover to write into 
the contract what percentage you will 
have to pay if he underestimates the 
moving cost. 
Get in writing the insurance the mov­ 
ing company provides as part of the con­ 
tract It s probably wise to increase the 
amount We had disposed of most of our 
furniture and shipped only what we 
thought we could use in our new apart­ 
ment But we shipped many cartons of 
books and photographs in the van. We 
learned later it would have been cheaper 
to send our books through the post office 
at the special book rate since we were 
paying by the pound. 
It s a good idea to put your name on the 
top and sides of each carton or barrel, 


since a large van may carry several dif­ 
ferent shipments. We numbered each 
carton and wrote on it the room to which 
it should be carried on arrival. This 
saved us the trouble of shifting them 
from bedroom to living room after 
the movers had left. 
Clothing on hangers can be shipped in 
heavy cardboard wardrobes bought from 
the movers It saves the trouble and ex­ 
pense of having them pressed after 
arrival and small item s can be shipped in 
the bottom of a wardrobe Other clothing 
can be left in bureau drawers, and 
pillows also can be put in them to keep 
things from rattling around Sheets and 
towels are good cushioning materials for 
packing fragile items. 
It will be helpful for the small adjust­ 
ment in the new home after the movers 
leave to find the one or two cartons 
labeled “last minute item s.” Include in 
these such necessities as toilet articles, 
soap, towels and facial tissues And you 
might want to include packages of 
snacks, instant coffee, powdered milk, 
sugar, cans of soup, a can opener, paper 
plates, plastic spoons, forks and knives, 
paper towels, a first aid kit, a hammer, 
screw driver and scotch tape to help br­ 
ing order to the chaos of boxes and 
barrels 


For an additional cost we had the 
movers pack our fragile antiques, better 
dishes and glasses and our paintings as 
insurance that the prized possessions 
would arrive undamaged 
Our only 
breakage was in our record player and 
this was repaired at the expense of the 
mover. 


Don’t forget to discontinue present 
service for telephone, gas, electricity, 
fuel and water Pay final bills and ask for 
refunds of any deposits Cancel laundry, 
milk, newspapers and other pickups and 
deliveries Notify the post office of your 
move It provides free cards to mail to 
friends, magazines, stores, etc , with 
your new address 
It’s important to 
transfer fire and other household in­ 
surance policies to cover the new dwell­ 
ing, Carry along with you currency, 
jewelry, cam eras, safe deposit box con­ 
tents and small valuable personal pos­ 
sessions Do not ship these in the van 
When you’ve caught your breath after 
the cartons are all unpacked, become 
part of your new community Subscribe 
to the local paper Find out what’s hap­ 
pening Be friendly Your new neighbor 
may be just as anxious to have a new 
friend as you are to make one

As though Mother Nature had 
cast a magic wand, the rolling

2.25 to 2.50 inches in the area.

precipitation which broke a dry 
spell since last Nov. 11 when 
about a half of inch of rain was 
recorded in the val'ey w«.s 
welcomed with smiling faces 
and open arms by ranchers, 
farmers and livestockmen of 
the valley. 
The rain, which hit its height 
Sunday night, brought to an 
end, for the moment at least, a 
drought period which has 
caused cattlemen to sell off 
their livestock at an earlier- 
than-usual time and which has 
bolstered already-high alfalfa 
and oat baled hay prices. 
Some valley hay growers 
with third cuttings of barn- 
stored alfalfa were demanding 
and receiving $120 a ton, with 
high quality oat hay kept under 
shelter since harvesting last 
spring bringing an even $100 a 
ton. 
Dry, barn-stored hay, both 
alfalfa and oat, were producing 
top prices because much of the 
valley hay crop was badly 
damaged or ruined by the un­

September rains.

nesota Vikings in Super 
culmination of his team ’s long wait. 
“Right now, we’re 15 and 1 for the season and we’ve dominated professional 
football in terms of games won over the past 10 years, but if we don’t beat Min­ 
nesota Sunday, what have we actually accomplished —nothing,” he says. 


“I don’t feel that confident. I’m not saying I’m pessimistic about our 
chances, but Minnesota is going to be very tough for us. The Vikings aren’t like 
the Steelers, whom we know much better. We’ve only played the Vikings twice 
before. They’re a team we haven’t been exposed to the way we were the 
Steelers. They have certain strengths we don’t like to see and they’re going to 
present a problem. Nobody has to tell you about their quarterback, Fran 


Tarkenton, and Chuck Foreman is one of the best running backs you have 
around today. 
"I’m not trying to say they have a better team than we have. We have a fine 
team. Not a great team, but a courageous one. We’re not emotional. We’re 
more a hard-nosed team. John Madden does such a tremendous job with all the 
players. If we play our game, we can beat anyone, but I’m not going to stand 
here and tell you I know how Sunday’s game is going to come out. Nobody 
does.” 
If you read some degree of frustration in what A1 Davis has to say, you are 
reading him right. 
The Oakland Raiders pride themselves in being one of the finest organiza­ 
tions in professional football. Nine times in the last 10 years, they have won 
either their division or the AFL title and over the last 14 seasons they have won 
141 games, which averages better than 10 every season, yet as Davis says, they 
haven’t really accomplished anything because they’ve never won the world 
championship. 
“We’ve passed every possible test but one, the big one,” he says. “In 1974, we 
had an outstanding team. We really thought we had the best team in football, 
but we played Pittsburgh, they beat us in the championship game and they go 
on to become the Super Bowl champs. 
“We figured ‘We’ll get ‘em next year,’ but the next year we got to Three 
Rivers Stadium, the field is icy, they beat us, 16-10, in the championship game 
and Oakland goes home again a loser. 
“We wait for ‘em again in 1976. We open the season and it’s our first chance 
to play ’em on a dry field. We beat ’em, 31-28, and we don’t even have 24 hours 
to enjoy the victory when we’re accused of ‘dirty play’ ... of having a ‘criminal’ 
element.” 
“Well, we stopped all that talk in our last game with them a week ago. It was 
a good, clean ball game and the best team won.” 
It won’t mean anything, though, if that same team doesn’t beat the Vikings

buys a new team

be the team to beat. 


Long superoptimistic 
Conq matmen solid

When talking to reporters, Cabrillo 
wrestling coach Dave Long usually 
hesitates, weighs his thoughts carefully, 
and then answers questions very slowly 
and methodically, as if reading a 
storybook to a three-year-old. But when 
discussing the Northern League season, 
which opens tonight with Cabrillo at 
Santa Mara, there was one question Long 
responded to immediately, almost by in­ 
stinct. 


“ At this point in time we are the hap­ 
piest we've ever been,” he says proudly 
when asked how ready his team was for 
the season. “We’ve just completed our 
finest pre-league ever.” 


That pre-league schedule included 
enough traditionally powerful wrestling 
teams to make any coach have night­ 
mares. Not only did the Conqs compete 
against powers like San Marcos, Cerritos 
and Paramount in three tournaments, 
but Cabrillo won every tournament. 
Easily. 


They opened up by hosting the Cabrillo 
Takedown Tournament, where they had 
18 wrestlers place in the 39 spots, and 
seven champions 
Then came the 
Cabrillo Six-Way which was a carbon 
copy of the first tourney, with the Conqs 
taking most of the hardware. But still 
Long wasn’t satisfied 


“You see.” he says “we had control of 
the teams we invited to those tourneys 
We wrestled with teams we thought we 
could compete with, so it was a real 
challenge to go to the Beverly Hills Tour­ 
nament where we had no control over 
who we played ” 


The results were the same Cabrillo 
completely dominated at Beverly Hills, 
scoring 100 points and having seven 
wrestlers in the finals. Their nearest 
competitor had 47 points. 


The Conqs have eight out of 13 starting 
wrestlers back, off a team that was 8-2 in 
league (both losses to Lompoc), and 
came a half a point away from winning 
the Northern League championship 


“This year we have reasonably good 
depth,” claims Long 
" It takes 30 
wrestlers to make a good team. You 
can’t get by on just 13 If you try to, you 
will have three things working against 
you throughout the season. 


“You're going to have injury, which is 


difficult to control. You are going to have 
illness, which is almost impossible to 
control, and you are going to have dis­ 
cipline problems, which is solely the 
coaches’ problem to control. We need 30 
wrestlers and I feel we have them.” 


Out of his 30, Long feels he has four 
wrestlers in particular which earn an 
“outstanding" rating 


At 175 pounds, Chris Hall’s first tour­ 
nament this year was Beverly Hills. Hall 
not only pinned all three of his oppo­ 
nents. but was named “Outstanding 
Wrestler” in the upper half of the weight 
classes Even more "remarkable,” says 
Long, was the fact that Hall had been 
coming off a knee surgery. The senior 
missed the league tourney last year, but 
placed in every tournament he competed 
in. 
When Long talks about Bill Hinkens 
(127), one word comes out of his mouth: 
technique. “ I consider him as one of the 
top 127 pounders around,” boasts Long 
“He is one of our most skilled and ex­ 
perienced wrestlers.” A senior, Hinkens 
was a champion at both Cabrillo 
tourneys, and was second at Beverly 
Hills. Watch for him to drop to 123 later 
in the season 


Like Hinkens, Long credits senior 
three-year letterman Mark Bowser as 
being one of the most skilled wrestlers 
on the squad. As a freshman, Bowser 
traveled to Lima, Peru to compete in the 
Inf intile Games. Bowser took home a 
gold medal from Lima, and since then, 
Long claims, he’s become a "very 
aggressive” wrestler. At 191 Bowser was 
the champion in his weight class at all 
three of the pre-league tournaments, pin­ 
ning all three of his opponents at Beverly 
Hills 


You wouldn't expect a 103 pounder to 
be the strongest individual on a wrestling 
team, but pound for pound, Long feels 
that Scott Kinman may merit that dis­ 
tinction 
“ We don’t measure our wrestlers on 
how much they can lift in regard to 
strength, but how well they can get all of 
their body into one big move. That’s 
what we consider a strong wrestler. 
“Scott is not known as a weightlifter, 
yet he can throw his opponents around 
equally as well as Jir.i Filarsky, who can 
probably lift more weight than anyone 
else in the school.”

Baseball's 
status in 


big danger 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Major league 
baseball’s blanket antitrust exemption 
hasn't gone down swinging yet but 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn and the 
owners have been picked off base and 
are trapped in a congressional rundown 


A special House Committee on Profes­ 
sional Sports approved a final report 
Monday declaring baseball’s unique 
court-ordained immunity “ unjustified” 
and urging that the 95th Congress con­ 
sider ending it. 


The 13-member House group, with only 
one opposing vote, did not recommend 
that baseball be stripped immediately of 
the protection it has enjoyed under a 1922 
Supreme Court decision The panel said 
such legislative action should await a 
further study by a successor committee 
to see if a general professional sports an­ 
titrust bill might be needed 


Kuhn said he was “certainly pleased" 
by the delay and commented: “ I firmly 
believe that in the next Congress we will 
be able to persuade the committee 
through further evidence that baseball’s 
present status is merited and should be 
continued.” 
Of baseball’s status, the group headed 
by Rep. B 
F 
Sisk, D-Calif., said: 
“Based upon the information available 
to it. the committee has concluded that 
adequate justification does not exist for 
baseball s special exemption from the 
antitrust laws and that its exemption 
should be removed in the context of 
overall sports antitrust reform "

—On taking over the Hawks, who have 
been losing both on the court and at the 
box office — "I don’t have a good ad­ 
viser. I needed an agent to tell me not to 
accept the offer.”

There is something special about the 
tradition of Notre Dame. But there was 
nothing special about the way the Irish 
played basketball Monday night at 
Princeton. 
Princeton used its own tradition of 
strong defense and good ballhandling to 
upset eighth-ranked Notre Dame, 76-62, 
handing the Irish their second straight 
loss after seven victories. Kentucky gave 
Notre Dame its first defeat last Thurs­ 
day, 102-78. 
“I said tonight that there’s a lot of 
m agic in N otre D am e’s n am e,’’ 
Princeton Coach Pete Carril said. "But 
there’s some real magic in Princeton’s 
name too. The way we handled the press 
with a minimum amount of turnovers (16 
compared to 26 for Notre Dame) was it. 
And defense—we’ve always played good 
defense." 
Princeton broke a 23-23 tie by outscor- 
ing Notre Dame, 12-2, in the la?4 seven 
minutes of the first half. Princeton’s 
defense, which held Notre Dame 23 
points below its season scoring average, 
forced 17 turnovers in the first half. 
“ We have no excuse for the loss,” 
Notre Dame Coach Digger Phelps said. 
“Seventeen turnovers in the first half— 
you can’t do that on the road. Obviously 
they outplayed us...”

Bell and 
Dorsett to 
challenge 
NFL draft 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The comba­ 
tants have arrived and the stage is set 
for the annual hoopla known as Super 
Bowl week. 
The AFC champion Oakland Raiders 
and the NFC champion Minnesota Vik­ 
ings arrived in Southern California Mon­ 
day night and will take to the field today 
in preparation for Sunday’s National 
Football League title game at the Rose 
Bowl in nearby Pasadiena. 
But while the Raiders and Vikings 
were en route, the big news was being 
made by a 25-year-old Los Angeles at­ 
torney who has issued a direct challenge 
to the NFL power structure. 
Michael Trope, who rose to national 
prominence two years ago with his 
negotiations for University of Southern 
California running star Anthony Davis, 
first announced that Heisman Trophy 
winner Tony Dorsett of Pittsburgh and 
Ricky Bell, the Southern Cal star who 
was runnerup in the Heisman balloting, 
were open to bids from the league’s 28 
teams. 
Trope then announced the signing of 
another H eism an w inner, Johnny 
Rodgers, the former Nebraska star, by 
the San Diego Chargers. Rodgers, a No. 1 
draft pick a few years back, had turned 
down a Chargers’ offer and elected to 
play in Montreal until this year. 
D orsett and Bell will d irec tly 
challenge the NFL’s opposition to a 
federal judge’s decision in Washington 
last fall that the NFL draft was illegal. 
“If I hadn't made the announcement, 
then there would be a six-month limbo 
with nothing being done,” said Trope. 
“Now I feel there’ll be a settlement 
within four weeks. I’ve sent wires to all 
28 teams asking for bids on the seniors 
we’re representing. All we need now is 
for one club to sign one player and we’re 
off dead center.” 
Trope said several clubs indicated to 
him that NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle had warned clubs they would be 
fined for tampering with college players 
without a draft. 
“Some clubs have told us that their 
only reluctance is that they have 
received a memorandum from Pete 
Rozelle that they would be fined,” added 
Trope.

NEW YORK (UPI) - In the end, 
there was no doubt in the coaches’ 
minds 
Pittsburgh is No. 1 in college foot­ 
ball 
The University of Pittsburgh, a 
national power in the 1930s and 1940s 
which fell on hard times, became 
the first Eastern team to win the 
national college football cham­ 
pionship since 1959 Monday when it 
was the overwhelming selection in 
the final voting by the UPI board of 
coaches. 
The last Eastern team to win the 
n a tio n a l c h a m p io n s h ip was 
Syracuse in 1959. 
Pittsburgh, which opened its 
regular season with a 31-10 victory 
over Notre Dame and finished it 
with a 24-7 triumph over Penn State, 
outscored its opposition by 354-130. 
Superstar Tony Dorsett became 
the first collegian to gain 6,000 yards 
rushing while leading the nation in 
rushing (177.1 yards per game) and 
scoring (12.2 points per game).

NEW YORK (UPI) - The last 
time the University of San Fran­ 
cisco achieved the nation's top 
basketball ranking it’s center was 
named Bill Russell. 
Unbeaten (15-0) San Francisco 
achieved its first No. 1 rating in 21 
years Monday in balloting con­ 
ducted by United Press Inter­ 
national. The Dons picked up No. 1 
votes from 21 coaches on the UPI 
ratings boards. 
The Dons took advantage of 
defeats to Michigan, last week’s 
leader, and Notre Dame, No. 2 last 
week, to climb atop the rankings as 
they beat St. John's (N.Y.), Arizona 
State and Houston to collect 369 
points from the coaching board. 
Kentucky, which upset Notre 
Dame, 102-78, moved from seventh 
place to second, receiving 14 first- 
place votes and 319 points. 
Michigan, after losing to Providence 
in double overtime, collected three 
first-place votes, but dropped to 
third place with 278 points.

Remaining in the starting IS, 
are four other lettermen and 
five wrestlers with some ex­ 
perience. 
Brothers Mitch and Matt 
Moore will start at 120 and 154 
pounds. Mitch is a junior and 
has started varsity for the last 
three years. Long feels he has 
the potential to be only the se­ 
cond Conq in the history of the 
school to letter all four years. 
Long labels Matt as being 
“the most improved wrestler" 
on the squad. Hie senior let- 
terman is wrestling a weight or 
two up from last year when he 
placed third in the league meet. 
Two pleasant surprises for 
Long this year were Jim 
Filarsky and Adam Del Torto. 
“We were kind of worried 
about heavyweight until Jim 
decided to continue his wrestl­ 
ing ca reer ,” said Long. 
Filarsky, a junior, went out for 
wrestling as a freshman, but 
sat out last year. This year so 
far he has nine straight pins, 
and two tournament cham­ 
pionships. The only wrestler to 
beat him this year has been 
Bowser, in the Takedown 
Tourney. 
Del Torto, at 145, has been a 
“diamond in the rough" ac­ 
cording to Long. 
Rounding out the squad are: 
Bert Lopez at 95, Steve Brown 
112, Rick Carlson 133, Rory Hall 
138, and Bob Mosby 165. 
Lopez, a sophomore, placed 
second at the Six-Way and at 
Beverly Hills. Brown placed se­ 
cond in the Takedown and may 
move down to 103 if Kinman 
moves down. A senior, Carlson 
war. the outstanding wrestler on 
the junior varsity team last 
year. This year he finished six­ 
th at Beverly Hills and also 
placed in the Takedown. 
Rory Hall is in his fourth year 
of wrestling at Cabrillo, 
although he sat out most of last 
year with a dislocated elbow. 
He placed first at both Cabrillo 
tournaments and third at 
Beverly Hills. Mosby missed 
Beverly Hills but placed second 
at the Six-Way. 
Looking down the lineup, 
Long fails to find a weakness. 
“We are a pretty balanced 
team this year,” he says. 
“I'm not bragging, but we 
just can’t seem to find any 
weak weight classes. Last year 
we had some weak weights and 
we didn’t win big. At this point 
everyone on our team has been 
winning. ’’ 
Most coaches don’t like to 
make predictions, but Long 
says: “Lompoc and Cabrillo 
have to be ahead of everyone 
else, based on past ex­ 
perience.” 


“I'm not saying we will be 
league champions. I’m saying 
we will be one of the strongest 
teams fighting for the league 
championship." 
After the top two, Long sees 
San Luis. Santa Maria, Righet- 
ti. and Arroyo Grande. 
“San Luis over the past three 
years has made great improve­ 
ments in their wrestling 
program, so they will have to be 
rated high. Santa Maria has ex­ 
cellent individuals and if they 
were to come together as a 
team they would be very tough. 
Righetti always seems to start 
out quick and then fade out. 
Arroyo Grande has not been 
strong in the past couple of 
years, but they had the second 
largest number of people place 
in the Takedown Tournament."

Jury selection 
continues in 
Longet case 


ASPEN, Colo. (UPI) - 
Singer Claudine Longet sat stif­ 
fly near the front of the 
courtroom, occasionally tugg­ 
ing at her reddish, shoulder- 
length hair. She stared at the 
floor each time a prospective 
juror was shown the black 
pistol involved in the shooting 
death of her lover. 
Clutching at a tissue, the 35- 
year-old former Las Vegas 
chorus girl sat quietly Monday 
through the first day of jury 
selection for her trial on felony 
manslaughter charges in the 
death of pro skier Vladimir 
“Spider” Sabich. 
Miss Longet occasionally 
turned around to trade a ner­ 
vous smile with her former hus­ 
band. singer Andy Williams, 
sitting four rows behind the 
defense table. 
Prosecutors contend Miss 
Longet shot the two-time World 
Pro ski champion March 21 at 
the luxury Aspen home they 
shared for more than a year. 
Miss Longet contended the 
shooting accidentally occurred 
while Sabich was showing her 
how to use the pistol. 
Only six of the nine jurors 
questioned Monday in the first 
day of jury selection were given 
preliminary approval. The 
other three, including the 
mayor of Aspen, were excused 
after telling the court they 
believed Miss Longet was 
guilty. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. - (NEA) - One filled a gaping 
void at wide receiver on a team that’s used to winning cham­ 
pionships, and he was vital in helping it win again. The other 
stepped in as a regular comer back and brilliant punt 
returner on a team that was used to losing, and was a force 
in turning it around to a 11-3 season. 
They are, respectively, Sammy White of the Minnesota 
Vikings and Mike Haynes of the New England Patriots. They 
are singled out because today they were announced joint 
winners of the Bert Bell Memorial Trophy as the rookies of 
the year in the National Football League. 
In ballots sponsored by Shulton, makers of Old Spice, fans 
across the nation narrowed the outstanding NFL rookies of 
1976 down to five in each of the American and National Foot­ 
ball Conferences. The final decision was announced by New­ 
spaper Enterprise Association, which inaugurated the Bert 
Bell award in 1964, through a poll of team captains and 
coaches. 
In addition to the trophies, presented to White and Haynes 
at special fetes in Minneapolis and Boston on Jan. 3 and 4, 
the players will also receive 1977 Ford Granada Ghias in 
tribute to their spectacular rookie seasons. 
In the AFC, Haynes swept past such competition as Archie 
Griffin, the compact running back of the Cincinnati Bengals, 
LeRoy Selmon, the defensive tackle of the Tampa Buc­ 
caneers and quarterback Mike Kruczek of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers to dominate the voting. 
A year ago, the New England Patriots had finished with a 
3-11 record. In the first round of the draft, picking in the fifth 
spot, they selected the 6-2,193-pound defensive back who had 
been an All-American performer at Arizona State. Even 
before he reported from the College All-Star camp in late Ju­ 
ly, Haynes had staked out a spot as a starter on the right cor­ 
ner, the loneliest position in pro football, where a single mis­ 
take in coverage can mean six points. 
Next to him, at weakside safety, was another rookie, Tim 
Fox of Ohio State, also chosen in the first round. Teams 
naturally tried to pick on their side. By the end of the season, 
quarterbacks were looking in the other direction of the 
Patriot defense because Haynes had picked off eight passes, 
second highest total in the conference. He also showed a 
natural proclivity for coming up fast to meet the run. 
Mike also used his background as a high school track star 
in Los Angeles to become one of the swiftest and most 
elusive punt returners in football. He finished second in the 
conference in that category, returning 45 punts a distance of 
608 yards, two of them for touchdowns. 
Sammy White’s challenge as a first-year man was dif­ 
ferent. Reporting to the Vikings as a second round draftee, 
after 53 other collegians had been chosen by NFL teams, 
Sammy ’s primary job was making the 43-man roster. Coach 
Bud Grant has always been reluctant to play first-year men, 
except in the cases of unusual talents such as Alan Page and 
Chuck Foreman. Well, you can group Sammy with those 
brilliant all-pros now. 
The Vikings started the season with a serious problem at 
wide receiver. John Gilliam, the only real long bomb threat 
for Fran Tarkenton’s passes, had played out his option and 
signed with Atlanta. Jim Lash, the other wide receiver, was 
traded early in the campaign to San Francisco. Ahmad 
Rashad. a capable man coming off a knee injury, was picked 
up from Seattle. 
Rashad and White had never worked with Tarkenton 
before But they were naturals. And Sammy showed an amaz­ 
ing ability to get open near the goal line. He was in the 
starting lineup for the opening game, and he was there for 
the finale. In between, he caught 51 passes for 906 yards, 
more than any other receiver in the NFC, and scored 10 
touchdowns, also tops in the conference. 
To gain rookie-of-the-year acclaim, he had to get by such 
heralded talents as running back Chuck Muncie of the New 
Orleans Saints, defensive back Jim Hunter of Detroit and 
quarterback Jim lorn of Seattle. 
Sammy is a product of Grambling University, a familiar 
breeding ground for future NFL stars since the pros started 
scouring the black southern schools. Fran Tarkenton who 
has been around for 16 years, calls him the finest rookie 
receiver he has ever seen.

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Market solution to coffee 
crisis: hard to swallow? 


United Press International 
Coffee-addicted 
Americans 
may find the supermarket solu­ 
tion to the climbing cost harder 
to swallow than a35-?ent cup. 
but the markets, in growing 
numbers, are offering one — 
drink something else. 
Tv o more market chains 
joined the cry Monday for a 
massive boycott of the national 
beverage as the retail price of 
coffee — fevered by a 1975 
freezeout of most of Brazil's 
coffee crop — nudged $3 a 
pound. 
Liberal Markets, 
Inc., of 
D ayton. Ohio, d istrib u ted 
300.000 flyers through the firm ’s 
40 s u p e r m a r k e ts u r g in g 
customers to switch to tea, 
cocoa, fruit juice — “anything 
but coffee ” 
“We will continue to sell cof­ 
fee at the lowest possible price, 
but we would like you to help us 
bring the price down by refus­ 
ing to buy it.” the flyers said. 
In New York. Shopwell, Inc., 
operator of 85 Daitch Shopwell 
stores, launched a newspaper 
advertising campaign quoting 
its president, Martin Rosengar- 
ten, saying “coffee prices are 
ridiculous " 
To promote the swap of cof­ 
fee for cheaper beverages, 


Shopwell offered a 20-cent off 
coupon toward purchase of any 
size package of tea. cocoa or 
hot chocolate. Abraham Laker, 
vice president of the firm, said 
the company also raised its 
cafeteria price for coffee from 
10 cents to 20 cents a cup, while 
cutting tea from 10 cents to a 
nickel in a bid to rally em ployes 
to the boycott. 
Across the counter, coffee 
prices inched upward from 25 
cents a cup in m ost areas to 30 
and even to 35 cen ts, and 
several restaurateurs indicated 
growing disaffection with the 
traditional free refill. 
“There's talk of discontinuing 
the refill, but it depends on 
what the competition does,” 
said D orothy Sheehan, co­ 
owner of the Mug ‘N Muffin in 
Boston, w here the average 
price now is 30 cents a cup. 
Even as the call went out for 
Americans to kick the coffee 
habit, G en eral F oods, the 
nation’s largest coffee wholesa­ 
ler, hiked ground coffee prices 
to $2.91 per pound. On Dec 22, 
F olger C offee C o., second 
largest processor, drove the 
price to a record high of $3.08. 
T he fu ll im p a c t of th e 
wholesale clout had not reached 


the retail market by Monday. A 
check of markets across the na­ 
tion revealed prices per pound 
ranging from a high of $2.69 in 
Dallas to a “special” low of 
$1.39 at Dominicks of Chicago. 
Coffee cost as much as $2 80 
elsewhere in Chicago, it ranged 
from $2.40 to $2.80 in Los 
Angeles and cost $2.45 in New 
York. 
The first thrust for a boycott 
against rising prices was made 
in the last week of December by 
E linor G ugginheim er, con ­ 
sumer affairs comm issioner of 
New York City. She urged shop­ 
pers to cut their coffee con­ 
sumption by 50 per cent. 
“ We fu lly r e sp e c t M rs. 
Gugginheimer’s efforts to bring 
down the price of coffee,” said 
a sp o k esm a n for G en era l 
Foods. “We’d like to see prices 
come down ourselves, but we 
believe the forces of the free 
market are the way to bring 
this about rather than through a 
boycott.” 
Most consumers appeared to 
agree. A UPI survey Monday of 
supermarkets around the coun­ 
try revealed little decline in 
coffee 
sales, although some 
reported customers turning to 
sm aller sized containers.

Red leader says China nuclear 
gains made despite obstructions 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
father of China’s nuclear bomb 
says the country’s scientific 
and technological progress was 
impaired by wanton attacks on 
scien tists by the “ Gang of 
Four.” 
Despite this obstruction and 
the withdrawal of Soviet sup­ 
port for the Chinese nuclear 
w e a p o n s 
d e v e lo p m e n t 
program, 
Chien 
San-chiang 
said, “The speed of develop­ 
ment was much faster than the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union when they went through 
the sam e stage.” 
Chien, director of the Atomic 
Energy Institute of the Chinese 
Academy of Sciences, told of 
problems in the scientific field 
in a speech broadcast by Peking 
Radio and provincial stations. 
The speech was recorded in 
connection with observances of 
the 83rtl birthday of the late 
Communist Party Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung last month and 
broadcast recently. A transla­ 
tion of the speech was obtained 
here today. 
Chien. who also is deputy 
secretary general of the acade­ 
my. told of how Mao and the 
late Premier Chou En-lai en­ 
couraged him and other scien­ 
tists in the developm ent of 


nuclear weapons, m issiles and 
space technology. 
With their support, he said 
Chinese scientists, particularly 
in recent years, “ made up our 
minds ... to scale new heights in 
science and technology.” 
“But the notorious ‘Gang of 
Four’ unscrupulously under­ 
mined the scientific and techno­ 
logical undertaking of our 
country and wantonly persecut­ 
ed the scientific and technical 
workers,” Chien said. 
He said the four, led by Mao’s 
widow, ChiangChing, “accused 
those who devoted them selves 
to sc ien tific and tech n ical 
skills" of being “ bourgeois ex­ 
perts" who were divorced from 
reality. 
The gang, he said , also 
“ regarded the study of foreign 
advanced experiences as the 
philosophy of servility to things 
foreign. The ‘Gang of Four’ was 
always ready with its bludgeon 
and label in its attack on us. 


thus making it impossible for 
anyone to perform his duty.” 
“The ‘Gang of Four’ not only 
u n d erm in ed our c o u n try ’s 
scientific and technological un­ 
dertakings but also obstructed 
the ideological transformation 
of intellectuals.” 
Mao’s successor, Hua Kuo- 
feng, has 
“ personally en ­ 
couraged” the nation’s scien­ 
tists, Chien said. 
As a result of Hua’s en­ 
couragem ent, he said, “ our 
country recently conducted a 
new hydrogen bomb test with 
successful results, thus raising 
China’s nuclear weapons to a 
new lev el. M eanw hile, our 
country has also launched 
another man-made earth satel­ 
lite and recovered it according 
to plan. "

Really no favor 


The crack in the united price 
front maintained for the last 
four years by the Organization 
of Oil Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) has given the oil- 
dependent world a respite 
from the inevitable, but only a 
respite. 


It rem ains to be seen 
whether Saudi Arabia, the 
world’s largest producer of 
crude oil, can boost its produc­ 
tion enough to make its five 
per cent increase stick or 
whether the other OPEC 
members, who wanted in­ 
creases of up to 15 per cent, 
will tough it out. 


It is a question of how long 
the Saudis will be willing to try 
to keep the lid on oil prices. As 


they have made plain, they ex­ 
pect something in return from 
the West — namely increased 
U.S. pressure on Israel to 
withdraw back to its 1967 
borders and to resolve the 
Palestinian problem. 


What it amounts to for the 
American energy consumer in 
the short run is an increase of 
less than a cent per gallon for 
gasoline and home heating oil, 
versus close to two cents at 
the majority OPEC level. 


Economists estimate that 
the actual increase will be on 
the order of 1.5 cents a gallon, 
or an overall increase of about 
8.5 per cent. But to people who 
have seen energy prices dou­ 
ble since 1973, even 8.5 per 


cent sounds almost like good 
news. 
In the long run, of course — 
meaning the next quarter of a 
century — our energy situa­ 
tion can only get worse. Even 
Saudi A rabia’s 
im m ense 
reserves are finite and we will 
sooner or later enter an age of

Major firms dodge 1RS 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Strives for stability 


MEXICO CITY - President Jose 
Lopez Portillo is a large impressive man 
outwardly calm who nevertheless knows 
that he hasn’t a moment to lose if he is to 
overcome this country’s grave financial 
and economic crisis. 
He told me in a talk in his office in Los 
Pinos, the Mexican White House, that he 
has six months in his new term to bring 
about at least a degree 
of stability. 
In the opinion of this 
observer the relations 
b e tw e e n th e tw o 
neighboring countries 
are as important as 
any a sp e c t of the 
foreign policy of the 
incoming C arter ad­ 
ministration. 
Mexico, along with 
m o s t 
of 
L a tin 
A m erica, has been 
taken for granted far 
too long. The news 
that gets into the U.S. 
press is usually sen­ 
sational, a riot or an 
earthquake. 
That was true when the peso was 
devalued and capital began to flow out of 
the country Lopez Portillo is frank to 
say that much of this capital has not 
returned. But coming into office less 
than a month ago he has inspired a new 
confidence. 
While this is a widespread reaction, he 
himself knows it is not enough to bring 
about the changes that must come. 
“ In view of the fluctation in your rules 
and regulations we cannot organize for 
the long term ,” he said, “and this is par­ 
ticularly true in agriculture. Your anti­ 
dumping laws make it impossible to

work in competition. 
“ I would like to see a joint commission 
named to study trade between the two 
countries. This should make it possible 
to work in competition and organize both 
industry and agriculture for the long 
term .” 
Investment in Mexico must mean jobs 
and thereby help to ease the greatest 
crisis, which is unemployment and un­ 
deremployment. If Mexicans cannot find 
jobs in their own country, they go over to 
the other side of the border. This has 
happened on a m ass scale, so that today 
th ere are seven to eight m illion 
“ illegals," a large proportion Mexicans. 
This is bound to grow if unemployment 
and underemployment continue at the 
estimated rate of 40 per cent. The il­ 
legals have helped to push up the U.S. un­ 
employment rate and they are eligible 
for welfare without any proof of U.S. 
citizenship. 
“ Your incoming president doesn’t 
have the land problem that besets m e,” 
Lopez Portillo said. “ Agrarian reform 
means security, efficiency and justice. 
Those are all tied together and you can­ 
not have one without the other.” 
One of his immediate problems is to 
persuade the squatters who have moved 
into rich agricultural lands in the north 
to yield to the law. But at the same time 
the president knows that breaking up the 
big haciendas into sm all plots will 
almost certainly bring a decline in 
agricultural production and Mexico has 
had to increase its imports of foodstuffs 
in recent years. 
There are striking contrasts between 
the two neighbors. In the United States 
about four per cent of the population sup­ 
plies food not only for home consumption 
but to feed as well large areas of a

full Hinderliter, readers may recall was 
an Air Force engineer who used his 
spare tim e to help environm ental 
causes. He was best known for his 
“ Super Mash,” an ingenious machine 
that compressed aluminum cans into 
more manageable cubes of metal for 
resale. 
I talked with Campbell off and on by 
telephone for a year or so, then time pas­ 
sed. About a year or so ago, I learned he 
had had a stroke, had sold his dairy on 
Highway 246 and no longer had any steer 
manure for us. 
Now he’s gone. I’m sorry I didn’t get to 
know him better. 


Kay in the city parks and recreation 
department tells me that registration 
will open on Jan 20 for lease-rental of 
plots in two public garden areas run by 
the city.

The city has garden parcels at Walnut

hungry world. 
In Mexico about 48 per cent work on 
the land and many are part-time workers 
barely able to eke out a living. 
Seventy per cent are under 30 years of 
age and more than 50 per cent are under 
14. This, as Lopez Portillo says, presents 
the classical growth problem. Before he 
became m inister of finance and was ac­ 
tive in politics he spent a great deal of 
his life in serious professional studies of 
urban development, housing and the 
economy. 
“ I believe we are on the way to bring­ 
ing the population increase under con­ 
trol,” he said. “Two years ago the rate 
of increase was 3.6 per cent. That has 
been reduced to 3.2 per cent and I believe 
that by 1982 it will be 2.6 per cent.” 
But even with this reduction, which the 
president says is vouched for by top 
demographers, educating the young and 
finding jobs for them is an overwhelming 
undertaking 
As he said in his inaugural address, he 
will devote himself to trying to m cster 
an economy that, aside from aspects 
within the country, got a severe jolt 
from the worldwide depression. 
The oil bonanza that cam e in a few 
years ago is sufficient for domestic con­ 
sumption with a minimum of exports. 
Against the wishes of those who would 
like to keep the bulk of it in the ground, 
pending the tim e when cap ital is 
a v a i l a b l e for r e f i n e r i e s a nd a 
petrochemical industry, Lopez Portillo 
means to increase the immediate output 
for sale on the world market. 
Here in his modest office is a man 
steadying up to the whirlwind of pres­ 
sures from every direction. He knows 
that if he fails the future is uncertain and 
dark and not alone for Mexico with its 
64,000,000 people, by current estimate, 
but for the big neighbor to the north as 
well. 
U n e m p l o y m e n t , t e r r o r i s m and 
violence will be exported across a two- 
thousand mile border that could hardly 
be policed by 50.000 guards instead of the 
few hundred now on duty 
As with probably every head of state 
around the world, Lopez Portillo is anx­ 
ious for a talk with the new American 
president as soon after his inauguration 
as possible. 
In the opinion of this observer, for the 
stability of the continent — and for that 
m atter, the world — he should have a 
very high priority. 


WASHINGTON - The Int ernal 
Revenue S erv ice is s e c re tly in ­ 
vestigating 50 of the nation’s largest cor­ 
porations for tax evasion. But many 
m ore com panies, according to 1RS 
sources, have escaped paying their fair 
share of taxes. 
1RS Commissioner Donald Alexander 
told us that his agency was looking into 
s e r i o u s c r i m i n a l 
charges against 50 
m ajor corporations. 
Among them, we have 
l e a r n e d , a r e such 
giant firms as General 
Tire and Rubber, Gulf 
O i l . 
M c D o n n e l l 
D oug l a s , 
Phi ll i ps 
Petroleum, Revlon, 
Schütz Brewing and 
the 3M Company. 
E v i d e n c e 
of 
fraudulent activities 
by these corporations 
was uncovered, Alex­ 
ander said, by his 
“ large c a se audit 
program .” Under this 
p r o g r a m , t he 1RS 
automatically audits the nation’s 1,230 
corporations which have assets of more 
than $250 million each. 
Our 1RS sources contend, however, 
that the tax agency should be catching 
even more corporate tax evaders. One 
source estim ated there could be 200, 
maybe more, additional corporations fil­ 
ing phony tax returns. 
In fact, the 1RS auditors may not 
deserve all the credit for catching the 50 
corporations under investigation. In one 
case involving the Fruehauf Trailer 
Company, according to Rep. Charles 
Vanik. D -Ohio. it wasn’t the auditors but 
a confidential informant who supplied 
the information leading to the indict­ 
ment of company officials on tax fraud 
charges. 
Vanik heads the House Ways and 
Means Oversight Subcommittee, which 
keeps a sharp eye on the 1RS. He fired 
off a private letter to Alexander, 
therefore, asking how each case of cor­ 
porate fraud was uncovered 
The commissioner ignored the letter, 
which was dated September 21. So on 
December 13, Vanik followed up with 
another letter There still has been no 
reply. We have learned that the 1RS, 
meanwhile, tried to get a ruling from the 
Justice D epartm ent, forbidding the 
release of the information that Vanik 
requested 
Some of the nation’s most prominent 
and prestigious corporations have 
resorted to shabby, if ingenious, 
schemes to evade taxes. Of course, the 
taxes they escaped paying had to be 
made up by the honest taxpayers Here 
are just a few tax evasion schemes, with 
the names omitted in order not to jeopar­ 
dise the investigation: 
—- One large corporation paid $2 5 
million to a public relations firm, which 
was used solely for political lobbying un­ 
der the direction of corporate officers 


The corporation wrote off the money as a 
bad debt. 
— Another big firm bribed state of­ 
ficials and then deducted the bribes as 
salesmen’s expenses. 
— A mul tinational corporation 
deducted the expenses of a foreign sub­ 
sidiary from its U.S. tax return, thereby 
illegally decreasing the amount of taxes 
it paid. 
— Still another corporation used a 
public relations outfit to distribute 
political payoffs, which would have been 
illegal if the firm had made the contribu­ 
tions directly. The company then com­ 
pounded the offense by deducting the 
payments as business expenses. 
Alexander told us the 1RS is cracking 
down on the big corporations. He has 
ordered his auditors to ask 11 questions 
of corporate executives, questions that 
are calculated to expose bribery, 
kickbacks and secret foreign bank ac­ 
counts. If the executives give false 
answ ers, they would be subject to 
criminal prosecution. 
Yet the 1RS intelligence agents con­ 
fided to us that the crackdown has been 
less effective than it should be. They con­ 
tended that Alexander is relying on 
auditors who are well intentioned but 
lack the investigatory skills of the in­ 
telligence agents. 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
forms, reporting unusual payments such 
as bribes and kickbacks, are referred to 
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the auditors. They have the power to in­ 
spect corporate books. But the corpora-*, 
tions isolate the auditors and prevent 
them from questioning corporate person­ 
nel. 
The intelligence agents argued that the 
corporate books alone seldom reveal the 
tax evasion. It takes the testimony of 
witnesses to nail down the fraud, they 
told us. 
FISHY STORY: Thieves have been 
stealing fish food out of the mouths of the 
resident fish at the National Aquarium 
The thieves have been discriminating, 
they have filched only jumbo shrimp and 
crab meat from the Aquarium freezer. 
Some $200 worth of these delectables 
have disappeared during the past eight 
months 
Untouched, however, were 200 pounds 
of smelt and 60 pounds of squid, which 
the gourmet thieves left for the fish. 
Officially, this great aquatic mystery 
remains unsolved. But am ateur sleuths 
became suspicious when they noticed 
Aquarium personnel at a Christmas 
party feasting on the same grade shrimp 
as the heisted jumbos. 
The shrimp-eating celebrants insisted 
that they purchased their jumbos from 
R W. Claxton Seafood, Inc. ButClaxton’s 
refused to talk about the Aquarium 
purchases 
“ We ’ll lose business and (the 
government) will come in to inspect the 
plant,” Richard Claxton explained.
